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ADVISORY ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant*s arguments filed 12/15/2004 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant asserts on page 24 that the subject matter from claim 41, which was objected to 
in the Final Action mailed 8/26/2004, has been incorporated into proposed amendments to 
independent claims 1, 20, 23 & 27. Examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion, since the 
proposed amendments to the above cited claims, merely add the term "joint" to the claims, which 
then reads "joint probability of correlation values..." and changes the scope of the claims. 
However, the amendments do not capture the subject recited in claim 41, namely "wherein 
recognition is designated when the joint probability of multiple featxu-e correlations indicate that 
random detection is not probable". 

Thus, applicant's proposed amendments to claims 1, 20, 23 & 27 include subject matter 
that raise new issues, and would require further search and/or consideration. Claims 20 & 23 
additionally recite "randomly selecting any one of time interval from the received data stream".

Proposed amendments to independent claims 17, 21, 22 & 24 recite, ''summing the pixel 
values", instead of "integrating" or "averaging". Claim 25 recites, ''sum the energy extracted ...", 
instead of "integrate". Again, these features raise new issues, and would require further search 
and/or consideration. 

Proposed amendments to claim 19 also recites, "summing the energy extracted from each 
of the pluraUty of energy bands". Proposed amendment to claim 26, recites, "according to their 
information content", instead of distinctness, which is broader and Ukewise, requires a further 
search and/or consideration.
